2 Russia’s president thought the coun- 
try had too much time on its hands, 
so Sunday he eliminated two of its 11 
time zones. The changes mean that Chukotka- 
Russia’s eastern extreme, just across the Bering 
Strait from Alaska-is now nine hours ahead of 
Russia’s westernmost area, the Kaliningrad ex- 
clave sandwiched between Lithuania and Poland. 
Formerly, there was 10 hours’ difference. 


An armed gang of masked 
men raided a Switzerland 
casino packed with about 
600 guests early Sunday and made off with 
hundreds of thousands of dollars, prosecutors 
said. 


2 pounds 

Police in a northern California town thought they 
had an open-and-shut case when they seized 
more than 2 pounds of marijuana from a couple’s 
home, even though doctors authorized the pair 
to use pot for medical purposes. 

But the case was tossed out along with many 
other marijuana possession cases in recent 
weeks because of a California Supreme Court rul- 
ing that has police, prosecutors and defense at- 
torneys scrambling to make sense of a gray legal 
area: What is the maximum amount of cannabis a 
medical marijuana patient can possess? 


Obama makes surprise 
visit to Afghanistan 


KABUL President Obama told Afghan 
leaders Sunday to do more to rein in ram- 
pant corruption and improve their gov- 
ernment as he made an unannounced visit 
to the capital for a firsthand look at the 
8 -year-old war he inherited and dramati- 
cally escalated. 

After a brief meeting with President 
Hamid Karzai at the presidential palace 
in Kabul, Obama praised recent steps in 
the military campaign against insurgents, 
but said Afghans needed to see condi- 
tions on the ground get better. 

“Progress will continue to be made, 
but we also want to make progress on the 
civilian front,” Obama said, referring to 
anti-corruption efforts, good governance 
and adherence to the rule of law.

The trip was intended to let President 
Obama tell President Hamid Karzai that 
he must deal with corruption and cut 
the flow of money from poppy produc- 
tion and drug trafficking that is sustain- 
ing the insurgency. The U.S. also wants 
Karzai to halt cronyism and rewards for 
warlords in government hiring and to 
create a credible judicial system. 


an Afghanistan that is more prosperous 
and more secure,” Obama said. He invit- 
ed Karzai to visit Washington on May 12, 
the White House said. 

Karzai promised that his country 
“would move forward into the future” to 
eventually take over its own security and 
he thanked Obama for the American in- 


tervention in his country 

The trip, its secrecy forced by security 
concerns, was an extraordinary capstone 
to a momentous week in Obama’s presi- 
dency He achieved the most ambitious 
domestic policy initiative in decades with 
a historic health care overhaul and scored 
first major foreign policy achievement 
with a significant new arms control treaty 
with Russia. 

Obama landed in Afghanistan for a stay 
of just a few hours, all in darkness, after 
an overnight flight from Washington. 
He flew by helicopter from Bagram Air 
Field to the capital, where Karzai greeted 
him at the palace. It was Obama’s second 
stop in a war zone as commander in chief, 
coming about a year after a similarly se- 
cretive trip to Iraq.

THINKING OF WEARING FLIP-FLOPS TO AN INTERVIEW? 
THINK AGAIN. THESE FAUX PAS ARE JOB KILLERS

Recruiter Josclyn Powell thought she had seen it all during 
her six years interviewing candidates for jobs in industries 
from airlines to telecommunications. 

That was until the day the South Sider met a candidate 
who took a phone call during an interview 

Not only that, Miss Thing put her finger up to Powell in 
a “be quiet” gesture, according to Powell, who said her reac- 
tion was “Wow”— emphasis on the “ow” 

“I realized she clearly didn’t get it ... clearly didn’t under- 
stand the process,” said Powell, still in disbelief at the inter- 
view gone awry “Needless to say that was it for her. I said 
something like, ‘^ah, you know, we’ll call you.’ ” 

It may seem surprising that any interviewee would shush 
a potential employer, but it’s more common than you might 


think. A recent CareerBuilder survey revealed texting or 
taking a call during the interview as just one of a number 
of outrageous, recurring mistakes candidates make during 
interviews, according to hiring managers who responded to 
CareerBuilder. 

Others included dressing inappropriately, appearing 
bored and even speaking negatively about a current or pre- 
vious employer. In the latter case, approximately 52 percent 
of respondents witnessed that particular job-finding faux 
pas. 

Yeesh. 

Intrigued by the idea that there are such awesomely aw- 
ful interviewees out there, RedEye spoke with a number of 
locals in hiring positions to see if their experiences echoed 
those reflected in some of these CareerBuilder stats about 
candidates behavior. 



Dressed inappropriately 

Powell— who recruits for the airline indus- 
try-recalls a revealing interview with an- 
other candidate from a past position. She 
could see down the woman’s low-cut blouse. 
“She was a good candidate so I looked past 
it,” Powell said. “But other recruiters might not 
have. People have to realize they can’t be too casual. ... We want 
you to be yourself, but not to the point where you are acting like 
you’re with your buddies on the corner. Be yourself as you would 
be with a strict grandmother.” 

A spokesman from Chicago-based outplacement service 
Challenger, Gray and Christmas said he too is seeing a trend 
of too-casual interviewees. It may be that the job market is so 
stressful that some applicants are trying to relax by not putting 
too much emphasis on face-to-face encounters, John Chal- 
lenger said. “There’s nothing wrong with trying to take some 
of the stress out or to relieve tension on yourself,” he said. “But 
you have to present yourself as the professional they want to 
see you as.” 

Translation: Leave the flip-flops at home. 



Did not ask 
good questions 

Gold Coast resi- 
dent and Ms. Career 
Girl blogger Nicole 
Grimaldi can sympa- 
thize with interview- 
ees, particularly young ones, who 
are intimidated by the process. Still, 
Crimaldi, who works in the finance in- 
dustry, is not impressed by candidates 
who can’t come up with a cohesive 
question about the company, work- 
place environment or even the inter- 
viewer. 

“It is just irritating,” Crimaldi said 
of awkward silence during the Q&A 
session. “It makes it seem as if you 
aren’t interested, aren’t innovative or 
didn’t reaUy prepare for the interview 
itself”

An instant 
resume death? 

Interviews aren’t the only area where appli- 
cants are getting lax, according to some workplace 
and career placement experts who talked to Red Eye. Some 
are stumbling on the important, and often initial, step of sending 
out a professional resume. South Sider and airline industry recruiter 
Josclyn Powell said she has received e-mails that use what she called 
“text-speak,” such as multiple exclamation points and “u” instead of 
“you.” To help some of these resume writers help themselves, RedEye 
took to Craigslist to find real-life examples of common mistakes. If your 
resume contains any of these doozies, for goodness’ sake, seek some 
help. Yesterday. 



Didn’t provide specific responses 
to interview questions 

I It might work for a backpedaling politician at a news con- 
ference, but not answering a question directly can ruin 
an interviewee’s shot at that corner office or cube. Powell 
said she recalls being irritated by a woman who asked her 
to rephrase a question— three times. “AW I asked her was to 
give me a time when she had to perform in a stressful environment,” Powell 
said. “I did rephrase it, but I never got an answer. And she didn’t get the job.” 

Grimaldi said interviewees can overcome an issue with inadequate answers by 
simply practicing the basics. “There are a few very common questions you’ll be 
asked in one form or another,” Grimaldi said. “Go over those so that you have 
talking points and can stay on message even if you do get nervous.” 



Answered cell phones or texted 

This job fail netted the most gasps from RedEye’s infor- 
mal panel of career experts and local hiring professionals, 
but GareerBuilder data showed it’s a common blunder. 
When informed of this, author and blogger Grimaldi ap- 
peared to be at a loss for words for a few seconds. “Wow,” 
she finally said after a long pause. “That definitely shows we’ve 
all gotten a little too comfortable in our job search. There isn’t much else to say 
about that other than it is crazy” 


EXAMPLE 1: 

“didicated..hard working..seeking 
full time positions” 

» RedEye response: Why did this 
have to be the very first resume 
item that popped up during our 
recent search? If you can’t even 
spell the very first word of your 
description right, there isn’t much 
hope for the rest of this resume. 


EXAMPLE 2: 

“I was working as a mechanic’s 
helper for about 1 month but was 
never paid and was forced to quit 
(no income).” 

» RedEye response: Never 
bad-mouth previous employer. 
Plus, the fact that this candidate 
worked for a month without be- 
ing paid might not get him or her 
hired as a bookkeeper, now will it? 


EXAMPLES: 

“I have recently gained a certain amount of notoriety and I am looking 
to return to the field I love. I spent several years in radio and I miss it 
dearly. I want to work full time. My eventual goal is to host a syndicated 
talk show. I am willing to start anywhere I need to. I want to work for a 
company that will allow me grow into my goals.” 

» RedEye response: Ms. Career Girl blogger Nicole Grimaldi sug- 
gests that all resumes be highly specific in this competitive job mar- 
ket. Hinting at “notoriety” (for what, being a serial killer?) may not be 
enough to seal the deal for this wannabe broadcaster. Also, an offer to 
start anywhere, but expressing a desire to host a syndicated talk show 
might also be too vague to land that dream job.

SAFETY FIRST 


Pothole fixers work in 
numbers to avoid injury

How many workers does it take to patch a pesky 
pothole? 

Pothole patching can require a crew of six to 
lo or more if the ripped-up roadway is a main 
street, highway or expressway, according to the 
Illinois Department of Transportation. And gov- 
ernment officials say these workers are necessary 
to get the job done safely 

While only two or three workers actually 
patch the holes, a large supporting cast protects 
them from the traffic whizzing by This includes 
extra staff to drive an arrow board sign, hold 
warning signs and drive a “blocker” truck— all 
providing as many barriers as possible between 


workers and oncoming traffic. 

“That’s for everybody’s safety for ours and the 
driving public,” said Dan Scandiff, who super- 
vises a state Transportation Department road 
crew and has been filling potholes on state-main- 
tained roads for more than three decades. 

Even with safety precautions, the job has in- 
herent risks: Earlier this month, a driver hit and 
killed a highway worker filling potholes in a con- 
struction zone on Interstate 8o in northwest 
Indiana. The driver admitted he had been drink- 
ing, and two containers of beer were found in his 
car. He was charged with reckless homicide and 
failure to stop at a fatal crash. 

A city worker filling potholes in Omaha was 
seriously injured Wednesday when a vehicle 
rode over a curb and struck him. The same day, 
a driver in the St. Louis area was killed when 
his car smashed into a Missouri Department 


of Transportation 
dump truck used to 
patch potholes and 
hit a tractor trailer. 

None of the work- 
ers at the scene 
were hurt. 

State transpor- 
tation workers in 
Illinois say drivers 
often speed past 
work sites and sometimes yell or express irrita- 
tion when a pothole patching crew takes up one 
or more lanes. 

While the caravan of safety vehicles at each 
pothole patching site does tend to slow traffic, 
Scandiff said he’s grateful for all the precautions. 

“You’ve got to have barriers behind you or else 
someone can run you over,” he said.

HOUSTON Look who’s back in 
the Final Four. 

Duke restored some order 
to a topsy-turvy NCAA tour- 
nament Sunday getting 29 
points from Nolan Smith in a 
78-71 victory over Baylor that 
put Coach K and the Blue 
Devils in college basketball’s 
biggest event for the first 
time in six years. Jon Scheyer 
added 20 points for Duke. 

The Blue Devils became the 
only No. i seed to advance to 
Indianapolis and this is their 
nth trip to the Final Four un- 
der coach Mike Krzyzewski. 

“I can’t put it into words,” 
said Lance Thomas, one of 
three Duke seniors. “It took 
us four years to get here, and we’re not done yet.” 

The Blue Devils will play East Regional champion West Virginia 
in the national semifinals Saturday night. They have won ii of their 
last 12 regional finals under Krzyzewski but haven’t won a national 
title since 2001. 

Coach K made his first Final Four with Duke in 1986 and hadn’t 
had this long of a gap between trips. 

“We played against a great team,” Krzyzewski said. “It was such a 
well-played game, and we were fortunate to win.”

The players come and go, the years pass. About the only thing that 
doesn’t change is Tom Izzo and Michigan State’s mastery in March. 

The fifth-seeded Spartans are on their way to their second 
straight Final Four and sixth in 12 years after Raymar Morgan’s free 
throw with less than 2 seconds left lifted Michigan State to a 70-69 
victory over Tennessee in the Midwest Regional final Sunday 

“There is nothing greater than going to a Final Four that I know 
of,” Izzo said, “except winning it.” 

No team in the country— not North Carolina, not Kansas, not 
UCLA, not Kentucky— has been better during the Spartans’ run. 
And aU six of those trips have come under Izzo, the hard-nosed 
coach who preaches defense, rebounding, defense, physical play 
and have we mentioned defense? 

Izzo, who took over from longtime mentor Jud Heathcote for the 
1995-96 season, is 6-1 in the regional finals. His only loss was to top- 
seeded Texas in 2003. 

“Tom Izzo does his best in the NCAA tournament,” said Magic 
Johnson, who sat in the Michigan State cheering section and em- 
braced Izzo after the game. “He loves the big moment.”

Chicago

Stone Brewing Co. is known for brewing big-character 
beers — the San Diego-area brewery built a reputation 
on styles no other brewery once dared to touch. 

This week, Chicago finally gets a taste of Stone’s 
swagger. Slow to enter the local market, the brewery is 
making up for lost time with a week of launch events 
April 1-8. We talked to Stone co-founder and CEO 
Greg Koch to find out what the fiiss is about. 


I have to ask: What took you guys so long? 

At Stone, we felt from the very beginning 
[a loyalty to] a very strong philosophy and 
ethics-driven company We focus on mak- 
ing the very best beers that we can, and we 
do not participate— ever— in shady busi- 
ness practices. I’m really not trying to give 
Chicago a bad time, but the reality is that 
the beer business in Chicago kind of has a 
reputation. So we knew that if we were go- 
ing to be successful we would have to build 
our reputation as a ... sought-after beer. 

So why now? 

I love Chicago. I’ve been a fan of the city 
for so long, and the Chicago beer scene is 
really coming into its own. You have fantas- 
tic beer bars, venerable places like Hopleaf 
and Delilah’s and Map Room ... the people 
involved are great. I was inspired. 

For someone who makes a beer called 
Arrogant Bastard Ale, you don’t seem like 
an arrogant guy. 

[Laughs] Well, we’re very arrogant when it 
comes to what I think standards of great 
craft beer should be. Y)u’ve got to remem- 
ber that Arrogant Bastard Ale was first 
released in 1997, when those standards were 
not so commonly upheld. 


drinking beers from your region. ... Half 
Acre, and I hope to get to Piece, because I 
love that place. And of course our friends 
from Two Brothers. 

You’ve given us Stone from the West Coast. 
It seems only fair that a iongtime Midwest- 
ern hoidout should go to the West Coast. 
What would you like to see out there? 

I actually was on the phone with Larry Bell 
[of Michigan-based Bells Brewery] yester- 
day and I asked him when he was going to 
come out, and he goes, “When are you go- 
ing to buy me a new brew house?” I did not 
find that to be an acceptable answer. 

Anything else Chicago needs to know 
before we start drinking your beer? 

If you’re one of the few holdouts, if you 
haven’t thrown off the chains of oppres- 
sion, of the fizzy yellow beer, it’s time to 
break free and allow your palate and your 
heart to sing and rejoice with us together, 
in this celebration of the glory of great 
craft beer. 

I think we’ll be able to get behind that. 

I need a hallelujah and an amen!

On the National Geographic Channel you’ll find animals in the 
wild sharing time with shows on science, exploration, history and 
world culture. 

When you flip on Nat Geo WILD, which launches in the U.S. on 
Monday it’ll be all wild, all the time— and available in HD. 

The 24-hour WILD was introduced in Hong Kong three years 
ago and is available in more than 50 countries, said Geoff Daniels, 
the executive in charge of programming for the new network. 

WILD has been one of several fast-growing National Geograph- 
ic projects internationally Daniels said. High definition makes the 
timing right and the viewing awesome, he said. 

High definition, Daniels said, gives filmmakers new power to 
peel back the mysteries of the wild world, including the daily strug- 
gles of life in the wild.
